BEED OF CLEANING UP. 
It is high time that Chicago set ber house 
in order and commenced the annual spring 
cleaning. There never was g time when the 
occasion Was 60 pressing, or the city needed 
it so mach, both on the score of public con 
venience and pub lie health. The streets in 
the burnt district are channels of liquid mad 
hemmed in with sand-heaps, piles of brick, 
tumuli of debris, and great masses Of iron, } 
stone, and other heavy building material 
and the unusual amount of teaming which 
has been forced upon streets outside the 
bornt district has rendered them almost as 
bad. The absence of sidewalks compels pe- 
dest rians to take to the streets and flounder 
through ‘thé mad, at the 
tisk of injury, to life and 
im the tangled jam of vehicles of every 


mindful of everything except the con- 
venience and safety of those who have to 
trust to their feet to get from place to place. 
The horse-cars. npen which the general pub- 
liebas to depend, are delayed at almost 
every block by teams which have been 
backed across the tracks to dump their 
loads, whose drivers are never in any haste 
to accommodate car-passengers. The ordi- 
nery running time of a State street car from 
Randolph street to Twenty-second is twen- 
ty-five minutes, but, for the last month, the 
time has averaged nearer forty-five minutes. 
The West Side cars are delayed between 
State street and the bridges even worse. 
Already the building of the New Chicago 
resembles the building of Babel in confasion. 
This, however, is only the beginning of the 
end. The filth and confusion of the streets 
will increase almost immeasurably as the 
seabon advahces, unless something is 
to prevent it. At present, buildings which 
are in process of erection are comparatively 
widely scattered ; but, by the time sammer 
sets in, Wabash avenge, State, Clark, Lake, 
Dearborn, and Madison streets will present 
almost a continnous line of new buildings, 
and, u these streets are now almost impase- 
able, what will they be then! Not only will 
it be useless for pedestrians to try to get 
through them, but even street-cars and om 
‘nibuses will find it w 
run. Unless something is done, and done. 
speedily and effectually, we shall find our 
selves in an inextricable jam, and all pro- 
gress blocked, before the summer is over. 


The remedies fer the present deplorable 
state of things and the precantions for the 
tutore ate very simple, if there afte only
